inch in 


diameter, that addition of caliber 
would be disproportionately great, 
making the rod feel heavy-topped, 
and sluggish in action. 


Many fishermen and

contrary, the good one have

composite of tapers, and there is 
no way to arrive at the best ones 
except by making a rod. observing

by milling machines or saws. 


Often the development of a good 


rod pattern involves months 
or 


even years of 
pattern modifica- 


tions induced by successive cut- 
and-try experiments. 


The layout of 
tapers for 
any< 


rod is governed by the material 
from which the »d is being made, 
the length 
of the fod, and 
the 


power and action desired. 


In hand planing a wooden rod, 


its dimensions, and tapers can bo 
worked out as the work proceeds, 
jhst as in making a bow. 


In 
the multiple-splined 
cane 


rods this is not possible. The taper 
pattern 
must invariably be 
re* 


produced in all light rods. 
necessitates the ^election of 
uniform in elasticity, as well 
as 


free 
of defects, if 
successively 


made rods are to be similar. 


Really good ones will not vary 


in weight 
or elasticity by more 


than one and one-half 
per cent, 


and this will include all variations 
of parts and finish as well as 
of 


the cane itself,
